Blazing Star is called a Comer from the Latin word Come, 

the Hair, becauſe it ſeemeth to ſend forth Streamers of 
flaming Hair to thoſe that behold it a far off. There be 

various Opinions of Authors concerning thoſe Comets : 

fome whereof are fo improbable, that only to report them, is 
enough to refute them. As, 1. Democritus dreamed that Comers 
were the Souls of famous Men triumphing in Heaven. 2. Thaddeus 
thinkerh thar they are the Secrets of Nature, and (like the occult 
Quility of Philoſophers ) ought not to be enquired after. 3. Para- 
celiſas fuppofeth that they are Fires carried about by Spirits which 
are conſcious of their own Fates. 4. Anaxagoras imagines ther 
to be a ConjunC&t Apparition of Planets ; becauſe when Planets 


come near together they ſeem to touch one another, and tliat 


Conjunction of 2 or 3 Lights into one, cauſeth the Phawomenor,or 
Appearance of a longer Star ; which by varying its Place, varieth 
its Foxm allo. 5, Appianus and Pretorius (both) acknowledge 
that Comets are Meteors, or Vapours exhaled, yet deny that they 
are inflamed, or fer on fire in their own Bodily Matter, but only 


enlightnced by the Retract Rays of the Sun and other Stars, both 


upon its Body and Tail. 6. But this laſt Opinion of Ariftorle is 
moſt provable ; that a Comet is a Fiery Meteor made up of Copt- 
ous, Viſcous and Fat Vapours, drawn up into the higheſt Region 
of the Air by the inttuence ot the *un and Stars ; and then when

the Aſtoniſhment of all its Beholders. Peſ:des thoſe ( properly cal- 
led ) Comets engendred in the Elementary Region, 1t 1s ſuppoſed 
there be ſome other new Stars ſometimes ſeen above the Moon-in 
the &therial Region, ſuch as that which appeared.in Caſiopea, in 
the Year 1574. every way like a Star in Form and Light, faye 
only its Splendor and Magnitude exceeded the greateſt ot Planets, 
This could not-pr operly be called a Comet : 1. Becauleit removed 
not from that Point of Heaven wherein it firſt appeared, bur kept 
conſtant in the Conſtellation till it diſappeared; 2. Becauſe ir con. 
tinued in view for a whole Year, and more than a Quarter. 3.-Be. 
cauſe it had neither Hair nor Tail or Train, as Comets have ; which 
likewiſe remove tram one part of Heaven to another, and never 
continue ſo long as that did. Tis not improbatl= that ſuch newsStars 


God( for a time) withdraws from Men's ſight,that the Sign of his [ 


Anger or Favour might be the more admired: For thele do not waſte 
away, as ( properly called) Comers do; but only lie hid from the 
Eye, ſeeing, Heaven cannot admit of new Bodies. That Star 
which appeared to the Wife Men, Matth. 2. was not a Natural, 
but a Miraculous Star. 1, Becauſe it ſhone not in the Celeſtial, 
Lut in the Elementary Region ; yea, in the loweſt part of it, fo 
'ast0 guide the three Mcn toa certain Houſe over which it ſtood, 
' 2+ Becauſe it had not the Motion of a Natural Star, t ut ſuch as 
was Accommodated every way to the Travei of the Wiſe Men, 
3- Its Progreſs was unequal, ſometimes Appearing, and ſometimes 
* . Diſappearing. 4. It did not only ſhine forth by Night, but alſo 
by Day. Yea, 5. With ſuch a Splendour, as far exceeded, not on- 
ly that of the Stars, but alſo the Sun it (elf ; as /gnatins, Chriſoſtom, 
&c. do teſtifie, Some. ſay, thar Star in Mztth, 2, was the Holy 
Ghoſt which appeared ( at Chriſt's. Baptiſm) in the Form ofa Dove, 


as at kis Birth 1n.the Form of a Star, being moſt Conſentafſeous to- 


thoſe Eaſtern Sages : For as a mighty Draught of Fiſh was the apt: 
eſt Sign to make Peter ( a Fiſher-man) to follow Chriſt; ſo the 
Sign ot a Star.was beſt accommodated to theſe Mencof the Eaſt, it 
being molt familiar to tbem in their frequent Study of the Stars 
But more probably Chri/oſtom judgeth it was an Angel [ wer 
&fex-w ] a certain inviſible Power to be the Guide of their Journey, 


as the Pillar of Glory was /rae/'s in the Wilderneſs, Exod. 13.21, 
22. 
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12. Yea, ſome do affirm that it was the ſame Angel who appeared 
alſo to the Shephards, Lute 2.9. But the Elementary Comets can- 
not ( in any proper Senſe ) be called Stars (though their common 
Name be Blazing Stars.) Becauſe, r. They have a different Form, 
no way congruous to that of Stars. 2, They grow Greater and 


Leſſer, 3. They have an Uncertain and Vagabond Motion. 4. Their 


Matter is an Hot and Dry Exhalation, which is Slimy and Sul- 
p_ ; and which being ſpent, they vaniſh away: Thoſe things 

id no Congruity with proper Stars. Paifoſophy faith, that 
thoſe Comets are compoſed of a Matter full of Mettalline or Mine- 
ral Vapours, which is both thruſt out of the Bowels of the Earth 
by an [aternal Heat from the Subterraneous Spirits, and extracted 

ence alſo by an External Heat from theCeleſtial Bodies;whereby 
likewiſe at is drawn up into the Upper Region. One part of this 


_ Fuliginous Smoak,thruſting up,and cleaving cloſe to another, till 


it become as big as a Mountain, then it hangs pendulouſly, and 
mellows kindly into a Combultible Subſtance. Then takes it 
fire; and the Colour of that Star by whoſe force it is Generated 
and Governed: And when all this is done, though it be of a vaſt 
Magnitude, yet through the great Diſtance of Place, it ſeems to 
us as a very little Spangle or Spur-Rowel, if ſevered from its Train 
or Streamer. Touching theſe Comets, Theſe four things are prin- 
cipally conſiderable after their Product or Generation. 1. Their 
Form. 2. Their Colour. 3. Their Motion, 4. Their Signification. 
1. Of their Form, which 1s various : one Come? hath a Beard, ano- 
ther a 7ail, and a third is Hairy round about. This flowsfrom thg 
Flame of the fired Vapour diverſly diſperfed, x. If it ſptead its 
Flames upon its fornier part, then it is called wr, Barbatus, 4 
Eearded Comer, aShaving the Flame ( as a Man's Beard, or a Horſes 
Maih ) hanging downward. 2. If from the Jatter part the Flame 
ſputter out behind, following after the Body, then it is called Can- 
datus, a Tailed Comet. But 3. If it ſpit Fire from all parts round 
about, rhen is it called Crin/tas, an Hairy Comet, when it 1s ſur- 
rounded with Rays of Fire, as the buſhy Head is with Hair. Thus 
the diverſity of Flames produceth diverſity of Forms in them, yet 
moſtly ſuch as have Trains or Tails ; for the hinder part (being 
not ſo compact as the former) ſooneſt taketh Fire, and ſputters

out a Flame ( as we fee in Squibs or Fuzzees ) like a long Beſony 
or the Tail of a Peacock. 2. Of their Co/our, which Diſtin&ion 
they derive from the Dominion of the Planct in their Generation, 
which may eaſily be diſcerned by their various Colours. Comets 
have their Dusky and Leaden Colour irom Saturn, Splendid trom 


Fupiter, Fiery from Mars, Golden trom the Sun, Silver from the | 


Moon, Yellow from Yenus, and of changeable Colours from Mer- 
cury : And all theſe various Colours are ſuppoſed to be various In- 
dications of differing Natures, as the Planets ( from whence they 
derivethem) do ditfer in their Natures and Influences one from 
another. 3. Of their Motion. Comets are of an Erratick Motion, 
as the new Stars immitate the fixed Stars, fo do Comets immitate 
the Planets in their Motions : Some are moved according to the 
Motion of the Primum Mobile ( to ſpeak ex H:potheft) to wit, from 
Eaſt to Weſt ; but ſome flowlier fulfilling that Motioa, and others 
more ſwiftly exceeding it. Their Motion is therefore called Erra- 
tick, becauſe it is not Regular and Certain, as that of the fixed 
Stars is, whoſe Riſing and Setting are certainly known ; but the 
Motion of Comets is ſometimes nearer, and ſometimes further 
off from the Zodzack, as the Motion of the Planets is : Yet not 
altogether as the Planets, which never remove far from the Z o4i- 
ack, but have always certain and well known Bounds of their Mos 
tions : whereas Comets have an Irregular Motion, and ( as to the 
Zodiack) plainly Eccentrick, wandring tar trom it in their remote 
Appearances ; and though Motion from Eaſt ro Weſt be Regular, 
yet this happens by Accident, only becauſe the Upper Region of 
the Air ( wherein Comets are both Engendred and Fired ) is whirFd 
about with the Heavens ; hence the Comet therein wheels about 
with it. 4. Of their Sgaifcation. The principal thing intended, 
to wit, the Prognofticks of them. *Tis true, therebe ſfom@who 
deny altogether their Significancy ;as Era/tus, Grynexs,and others: 
but 'tis too too maniteſt that Comers are not mute things, but that 
they are Signs which God placethin Heaven, to preach ſomething 
to Men on Earth. No Man in his right Mind can ſay, that the 
mo{t wife God doth make any thing in vain, or that the Father 
of Lights ſhould bang out ſuch a firange and ſtupendious Light 
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up aloft ( tobe ſeen far and wide ) and this not ta portend ſome 
extraordinary thing. Conſult Antiquity, there is found. 1.That 
Greek Proverb, | #6 xopirns 35n s navy gigze, ] There is no Comet which 
brings not ſome Evil. 2. That Verle of Manilius, 
[ Nunquam Futilibus Reſplenduit Ignibus AZther.] 

God never Fires his Beacon ( ſet upon 1o high a Hill) but thoſe 
below had need look to themſelves. 3, That other Trite Verſe 
(which is a Syn0ymon © Synbolizeth with the two tormer 

Et Nunquam Celo Spettati Impune Comet@ 

That is, never-doth the Earth 'ſcape Scot-free, when Heaven 
holds forth a Blazing Star to her View. This is confirmed by all 
Hiſtories, eſpecially thoſe of later Times, whereof I could give 
many Inſtances. The Chronology of Comets (to go no higher 
than the 1374 Century after Chriſt to this preſent) doth afford us 
moſt Direful Eſſects of many Comers frequently appearing within 
that compaſs of time, a particular Accouat whaoreof a ſingle ſheer 
cannot compleatly comprehend, eſpecially to Diſcourſe upon them 
all, Phifically, Politically and Theologically,, The Rules of this 
Aſtrological Art (whereby to make Right Prognoſtications) muſt 
be acknowledged tobe Obſcure and Doubtful ro Inſtance in that 
one Aſtrological Axiom [7 "os Prognoſticks of Comets do depend 
all pon Mars and Mercury. ] is hard to be Demonſtrated, for 
nonecan prove what is the Influence of this or that Star in Hea. 
ven, as they may the Operation of Rhabarb or other Druggs on 
Earth ; Yet Pro/omy (with offers) make this Maxime ( aforeſaid) 
thus far probable, ſaying, The Etfe&s of Comets (which are rarely 
Good, bat moſtly Evil) are of two ſorts, 1. Such things asare 
davage, Bloody, Mortiferous, &c. (portended by them) be aſcri- 
bed to Mars, and other things that arc Tnconſtant, Moveable and 
Uncertain, be aſcribed to Mercury. The Aflertion here may be 
true, though the Application be fa{e; for 4/trologorum Decreta now 
funt pretoria ; their Rules are not Infallible, yet Examples have 
more peripicuity and certainty. in them, I thall only give thetwo 
latand lareſt Exemplifications of Comers, the one in 1664, and: 
the other in 1677. That in 64 was a forerunner of moſt Dreadful 
Dilpen!3tions, as the Sweeping peſtilence in65. and rhe Swallowing 


fre in 66. The former falls fowl upoa Perſons, the latter up- 
on

on Habitations, The laſt in 1677. was a forerunnerof the mot 
Damnable Plot (yea a Complication of Plots) that ever Hell in- 
vented : Now God hath lighted up another Torch to give usa new 
Warning, that being forewarned we might be forearmed allo, ef 
pecially with thoſe Arms of the Church, towait, prayers and Tear; 
(our Deſperate Malady hath not yet met with an Efectual Remeg)) 
leſt thoſe Matchleſs Mitchiefs which are Imminenr 'over us may 
notalſo beIncumbent on us. There is certainly ſomething more 
than ordinary God hath upon the Wheel, to lighten up ſuch a 
Blaze as this in the very depthof Winter, which is a time Diame- 
trically contrary to the very Nature of Comets, tor Cold and Moift 
Weather isaltogether unapt to produce thoſe Hot and Dry Vapours 
whereof a Comir-conſiſteth. A Winter Comet is therefore like Win. 
ter Thunder, which is commonly call'd the Worlds Wonder : The 
proper time of engendring thoſe Meteors is Antumn, for in Spring 
time there is ſuppoſed to be too much Moiſture and too little Heat 
to congregate thoſe Vapours, ard in Summer-ttme there 1s ſo much 
Heat as plainly Segregate and Diſperſes thoſe Exhtalations, but 
Winter-time is wholly oppoſite to their exiſtency, and quite con- 
trary to the conſtituting of them : Therefore this Exrraordinary 
and preternatural ſizn maſt needs fignitie ſome Extraordinary and 
ſupernatural thinz, even ſom?2 Soi Swinging or Scourglng, 
yea ſome Cutting or Killing Diſpenſation, for the ei or Ap 
perition Extraordinary (which I faw with my own Eyes) had a 
threefold Rceſemblance, x, Of a Broom, 2.

though Comers (for the moſt part) are loud Preachers from Heayen

veral Paralaxis or differing fcituations might occaſton. The firſt Ac- 
count we had of it, was from the Mathematick Profeſſor at Hamburgh 
who faith he took his proſpett of it in his Tube, and therein ſaw the 
Comet (it ſelf) ro be fiery and glowing like the flames of a Bakers Oven 
2. Other Artiſts (that have viewed it- by their Teleſcopes) fay they ſaw

The 34. Accompt we have from Foreiga Mathematicians is, that at its |, 
firſt appearance it had a mixture of divers colours, which it borrow'd 
from AMfercxry, fo became a Mercurial Star, and berokening a mixture:

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The 24, Deſcription is of its. Tail or Train, ,which ſome Foreign Arz 
tiſts diſcovered by their Tubes and Teleſcopes to te red and fieryalla- 
long from the body' of the Star (which then to them Appeared: icd as 
befere,) but it was-pale towatds the end of the Stream, haviog the re- 
ſemblance of thoſe lorg Streamers, which Men of War (Ships of the 
firſt Rate) do carry with them ; ſo thats, As toits Co/orr which was Red 
. at the beginning, and pale at the end of ir, and 2. as to its Refemmblance 
of a War-Streamer, it plainly pofrends as if the Red Horſe [War]ſhould 
Uther in the pale Horſe [Death] which 2 colours. the Seal-Prophecy 
mentioneth, Revel.6.4.8. War is commonly accompanied with Fire and 
Blood, 2 King. 3.22, Iſa, 9.5, and 63. 1. 3, and Death is ccmmonly 
called pallida Mors, as it cauicth a palenefs of face, And-if there were 
no Deception of Si, tt 'in thoſe who call this SaturnineComet a black Star 
(ſuch as Chronology ſpeaketh of) then may it alſo denote the Z/ack 
Horſe in that Seal Prophecy. Rev. 6. 7. to wit, Famine, which *diſco- 
loureth and denigrateth the Countenance, as Lam. 4.8. but.whatſocrer 
was the Colozr of the Train, all conclude (even from ocular Demon- 
ftration) that it was pa/e, and the portent thereof is bad enough ; yer 
.3- as tothe Length of this Streamer, it was conſpicuous to every com- 
mon. eyeto have a moſt prodigiousextent, ſothat whether we take it, 1.as 
Gods Sweeping, Broom, or 2. as Gods Swinfing Rod, or 3, As Gods fla- 
ming Sword (as in the firſt Sheer) it evidently.declares that the great 
God hatch greac puniſtiing Inſtruments,cither toſweepaway,or to /minge, 
or to ſlaſh and ſlay his Adverſaries, Thoſe that took the Longirnde of this 
Train byf acebs Stef, &c.*give_ us this Account, that the true dimenſi- 
on of its Blaze or Tail, was about 7o Degrees in IL Lg now ſup- 
pofe (as is generally ſappoſed). that eyery, particular Degree is 60 
"miles, then the Train of this Cumet by this very computation, muſt be no 
leſsthan abour 427 - miles long, yet conſidering the height of its ſcitna- 
tion, as the maynituge of a Planer, ſo the longitude of this Comer (in. 
its Streamer) is much more than can be taken by the beſt ſight or pro- - 
ſpe&, The latitude or breadth of this Tail is computed by Artiſts alfo 
to be no leſs than 2 Degrees, which amounts unto an 120 miles,oh then 
what a Predigious Streamer muſt this be, that is 4270 miles long, and 
an 120m:!'s broad. In longitude it excelleth all Exrope (which from. 
$K, Vincent in Portugal to Conftantinople, bears but 3800. miles) andin. 
latitude ir excecdeth the Northern part of England, and every part of 
Scotland or Treland., This iftroduceth the 3 part, £0 wit, the .4ppii- 
cation. It is therefore yery incongruous and unchriſtian,yea rather brui- 
tifh and barbarous for any MMcytal manto deſpiſe or deride ſuch a pro- 
digious picce of work from the [mmortal God (as is longer than the 4h 
part of the World, and broader than many Countries and Kingdoms) 
As ſome Princes of the World have lately done at this Comer, as it is re* » 
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Ported of them : *Tis writ, the French King frathily deſpuſyd and deri. 
ded this preſent Comer, ſaying, [t bad Freiled bis ſport at agrand Baliet 
(#7 : Dance (compoſed with much. cur ofity, for his Sons (the Deyptine) 
Diverſion, when it wat privately proved before him it pleaſed him well, 
but when it came to be pablickly performed in bis preſence before bis Wo- 
bles and Ladies of Honour, there happened a Baffle in the Attors, which 
aid fruſtrate his expeftation, hereupon he jeeringly [ceffcd that the Influ- 
ence of the Comet was fallen upon his Dance to Pra it, poſſibly before. us 
Pporrtents paſs away, it may (in good earneſt) ſoil and foo more of the 
French Dances. 'Tis ſtoried of Yeſpaſian, that he ſcorn'd an Hairy 
Comer ſhining in hjs Sight, ſaying it concerned the King of Perthig who 
wore long Hair, andnot himſelt who would not were any-long Wiges 
( which this' very blaze may poſſibly ſcorch }. i ic denounce 
no woe to him; "notwithſtanding he Go after - ſmarted, for his 
jefting with Gods edge-tools. Any deſpight dope ro a mans 
work is a deſpight done to the Work- man himſelf, 'tis Gad that Works 
Signs and Wonders in Fleaven aud Earth, Dan, $.27: Such as are De» 
ſp:fers of Gods Signs and Wongers, God will make them for Signs and 
Wonders inthe World, A&,13.41. Dext.28. 46. Thus God banged 
Pharach (as itwere) in Gibbets, as a Sign and Wonder to the World, 
becauſe he defpiſed Gods Signs and Wonders in the World.$.mething of 
this Divine Wrath Philip the i. King of Spain did feel; when he took np 
warning at a BlaJing- Star, ſent (it ſeems) to foreſhew his Death, vhich 
fatlowed Goon afcer, and when he lay in his dying Agonies, he continued 
crying out [Ha Cometa, Ha Comeata,&c.] ] took no warning by thee; 
but C»arles the Great, (or Ludevicus Pris his Songas-ſome ſay ) did ber- 
ter who did Fear at the Sight of a great Comer, blazing out befoxe him, 
and when Exm#ndus his Aﬀtrologer (unwilling to ſee his Prince fag, us. 
ged rohim fer.10, 2, That he ſhould not be diſmayed at thoſe Signs,&c. 
he prudently and pioufly anſwered,. It was not the Sign (the Comer)but 
the maker of that Sign (God himſelf) that he feared, yet would he 
praiſe'God for his tender clemency(withal) in <q wogate, aca flug :i(h- 
nefs with thoſe his Signs. They were nor Fools but wite men thar ſaif 
we have ſeen his Star in the EaFt, Matb, 2.2, "twas a Star of Chrifts 
making, aſwel as /cadirg to ham, Where a Blazing Star led them tokke 
Sun of Righteouſneſs, Mal.
